AH Canadian Woods Examined 
and Experimented With for 
Strength and Preser, 
nation. 

About fourteen of the members of 
the Railway iTnd Mochanical Club 
made the trip to the Government For- 
est Products Laboratories, Saturday. 
These laboratories are situated on 
Tiiiversity property on I'lilvprsity 
SI., ami. whili' not a part of .Mctilil 
itself, arc so closely coiiiiccled as to 
lie almost coiisiilcreil as such. Mr. 
\V. D. Campbell, .Sci. 'lO, and the 
assistant superinieiiilent of the La- 
boratories, showed the men over the 
plant, and explained its t-iany Inter- 
esting details to a very appreciative 
crowd. 

Mr. Campbell first gave a short 
talk in the library, on the purposes 
fur which the laboratories bad been 
constructed and the scope of the 
w ork to be carried out by them. The 
primary notion was to study all kinds 
of woods, as to their physical pro- 
perties, iheir uses and conservation.

"I'inally he found young Scott, and 
with fatherly tenderness carried him 
back to a quiet resting-place be- 
hind the lines. There, with his own 
bands, be erected a cross and offer- 
ed up a prayer to the Qod of bat- 
tles — a brave father and brave son 
united again for a brief moment."

We speut au hour in the Ubrary the other day with th.- iut.Mi-

EDITORIAL NOTE. 

McGill's Polo representatives will be playing the team of the 
244th next Wednesday, and in view of the fact we wish to correct 
an impression whieh was created by an account of the last iraiiii> be- 
tween these two teams, which appeared in the Daily at tliat time. A 
reporter's inaccuracy and a typographical error combined lo make 
it appear that the team of the 244th were not good sportsmen. This 
is altogether erroneous. The 244th had, it is true, five men in the 
water, but only until the game had been started, when one of them 
was withdrawn. This withdr.'iwal was not ohliiratory, but was done 
to make the teams equal, the soldiers not wishing to take an unfair 
advantage over their opponents.

The love of the first 
Is called .\rl, of the seconil Science, 
and of the third Ui-liKion The last 
is compounded vt ilie other two. Kor 
this reasou the men iu whom a strung 
intellect Is Joined to an artlsUc na 
ture — the St. .■Vugustines, the I'a.s 
cals, llio Tolbtoys, — are Irresistibly 
drawu towards religion. .\rt does not 
satisfy them; they love beauty too 
well. Science does not satisfy them; 
they love truth too welL Religion 
alone, that hishly complex thing, can 
bring them peace and make them 
comparatively happy. 

What is religion? It is truth seen 
through a poetic temperament. Ev- 
eiy religion was once rational; to Its 
founder it was the newest, the most 
consistent philosophy of life. Uui 
truth Is progressive: and therefore 
no religion can possibly be eternal. 
In our day many "enlightened" peo- 
ple have not only lost their religion i 
but have forgotten what religion is. 
Anil so doctors of divinity and other 
Ittarneit meu write ponderously about 
the "opposition between science and 
religion" — as if one must be ignorant 
in order to live a religious lite!
